How td Eradieates the Cat- 
tle Tick. 


Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 21, 1911. 

For The Clipper: 

Mr. Editor :— 

‘That the splenetic or Texas fevar 
is the present greatest bane of 
southern agriculture is aclear and 
undisputed fact. It is even worse 
than the boll weevil, because the 
cotton pestilence is as yet of lim- 
ited area: while the Texas fever 
has by careless negligence been 
Spread and scattered all over and 
all through the south, ‘‘from 
Mexico to Maryland.’’ And the 
@noua) loss, cost, and sheer waste 
is not less for the entire south 
than $75,000,000, and the share 
which falls to Alabama alone is 
not less yearly than $3,000,000! 
And so it bécomes a question of 
vital importance, can this foul 
Huisance, the cattle ticks, be 
fully, and cheaply stamped out 
Su. “idicated, or mnat it be held 
in eradible, and like Tenpyson’s 
book ‘‘Go on forever?” To this 
question the true answer is ‘Yes, 
it can be done.’’ But the proper 
mMeabs must be used with vigor 


and persistence. Because, we 
can uot talk these pestilent 
ticks to death. They must be 


' poisoned, eradicated, killed! 


Within the past five years by 
the co-operation.of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, and the various 
State aod county authorities, 
148,000 square miles of Southern 
territory have been entirely 
cleared of cattle ticks, and taken 
out of tbe rigid U. S. quarantine. 

And this is an area fully three 
times as large as the entire state 
of Alabama, and this great work 
has been done by means which 
while adequate, now seem obso- 
let. and antiquated! Because, I 
@m now able to inform your read- 
€rs and the public that within the 
past few months, this Bureau of 
Animal Industry after many ex- 
periments has invented, has fully 
tested, and freely given to the 
public an entirely new, a very 


‘cheap, aud a mosteffective means 


of tick eradication, which prom- 
ises a speedy wiping out, and an 
utter eradication of the cattle 
tick nuisance. 

To explain its working and to 


‘commend it to the largest possible 


use 1s the aim and purpose of this 
“open letter, 

It is simple as simplicity itself. 
It consists in simply dipping in 
properly constructed dipping vats 
all tick infected animals. Hach 
of these vats is filled with a prop- 
‘er solution of white arsenic, of 
sal sdda, and of pine tar. This 
solution is made strong enough to 
kill at onc> al! ticks on the bodies 
of cow or steer and yet not strong 
enough to injuréany cow brate.

which all such ticks not so picked 
up shall surely die on the ground 
from sheer starvation as they 
must and soon will when they can 
get po fresh cattle blood. 
And thus to stamp out and erad- 
icate the entire vermin brood, 
In this way the whole tick prog- 
ency can be utterly eradicated. 
These vats are proving a great 
success. They are fast being 
erected all over the south. And 
whenever used the result is always 
the same. 

These vats cost to erect about 
$25 00 each, and they will Jast 
for years, And fifty to sixty 
cattle can be dipped in one vat in 
asingla hour. A few neighbors 
can club together and erect a vat 
that will supply all their needs. 
As forthe solution it only cost 
about one half cent for the solu- 
tion that will supply each dipping 
of acowor steer. Nowthere is 
no excuse for ticky cattle on any 
farm in Alabama, for the means 
of getting rid of the ticks are a 
great deal cheaperthan to keep 
the weathered vermin, Ouly by 
sheer and costly neglect can the 
ticks survive. 

And now Uncle Sam is taking 
a large and free hand. Congress 
has by an unanimous vote armed 
the Secretary of Agriculture with 
ample means to aid every county 
in Alabama which desires to be 
utterly free from ticks and will 
fully and heartily co-operate. 
And the Hon. James Wilson, the 
Secretary of Agriculture, is now 
sending and will send, an expert 
aod skilled veternarian to any 
county ready to co-operate in 
earnest, whose duty it will be to 
take the lead in the tick crusade. 
He will teach the people just how 
to erect vats, and just how to 
make and mix the arsenic solu- 
tion, and then just how to use 
both to the end of the chapter. 
But the people must freely co- 
operate. Mr. Secretary will use 
no compulsion. If the people 
will not co-operate he will give no 
aid. 

Now, Alabama—great and 
splendid state—has as yet made 
slow progress. Mississippi was 
very slow to begin the work, but 
the state is now awakened. It 
has five counties utterly; cleared 
of ticks. One more Holmas, 
which hasonly been about five 
months engaged now has 180.vats 
erected, and has the county ready 
for fiual inspection, and will any 
day now be declared free of the 
vermin. And more than forty- 
five counties on the verge of tick 
extermination, and the entire’ 
state ready to end the vermin 
pestilence. Can’t Alabama do as 
well? It is cowardly and absard 
to think otherwise,

to the National Convention and 
to get men who will be favorable 
to Ilarmon for president. 

The committee recognizes Mr. 
Underwood’s chances to secare 
the majority in Alabama in favor 
of his nomination for president ot 
the United States, but they also 
knowthat his prospects for the 
nomination in tha national con- 
vention are poor; therefore they 
want Harmon men to cast the 
vote for Alabama when Mr. Un- 
derwood is no longer a candidate 

There 18 a way, however, to de- 
feat their purpose in this matter 
Each County in the State should 
elect delegates to the state con- 
vent’on who are known to be for 
Wilson or Clark and who will 
vote for the leading one of these 


candidates for president if the! 


nomination cannot be secured for 
Mr. Underwood. Don’t send to 
the state convention Harmon 
men, who claim to be for Under- 
wood only. When Mr. Under- 
wood is out of the race, they will 
cast the Alabama vote for some 
one else, and that siould not be 
Harmon, but should be either 
Wilson-or Clark.

Are The Initiative And 
Referendum A Menace 
To The Republic? 

(BY KYLE B PRiIcH.)

The political economist 


the referendum are a menace to 
the republic, misapprehends both 
the nature of a representative 
government, and the capability 
of the American people for self- 


government. The very essence of 


‘| representative government is the 


right of the people to rule through 
their representatives, not to be 
ruled by them, Then it seems to 
ms that the only question raised 
by the opponents of the initiative 
and referendum is, are the people 
capable of governing them- 
selves? 

Representative democracy is 
society organized to promote the 
civic welfare, protect the inherent 
rights, and secure the liberties of 
the whule people, administered 
through a government ‘deriving 
its just powers from the consent 
of the governed’’, If it be true 
then, that ‘‘the evilsin our gov- 
ernment as it exists today, are 
due to the failure of the servants 
ot the people, to honestly, fairly, 
and justly perform the duties 
imposed upon them,’’ is there po 
remedy for this condition without 
an ‘‘assault on tha fundamental 
principles of representaiive gov- 
ernment?’’ Tf the servants of the 
people musrepresent them, dis- 
obey their instructions, and usurp 
powers forbidden by the organic 
law, cun it he said that if the 
people adopt constitutional 
methods for the correction of 
these evils, that it would be a 
menace to the republic? 

On the contrary, I assert that, 
a republic whose declaration of 
principles recognizes the sove- 
reignty of the people cannot long 
endure without a remedy :for the 
evils of misrule. 

Icannot eubscribe to the asser- 
tioa that ‘the masses of the 
people are far better judges of mep 
than they are of mersures, and are 
far more likely to select an honest 
man than an honest measure.’’ 
Such an assertion, in my opinion, 
does not rise to the dignity of 
academic discussion. The public 
position held by the author, .can 
Le the only excuse for its appear- 
ance in print. It is a harsh,’ un- 
necesary and unfounded criticism 
of the intelligence of the Amer- 
ican people, It is illogical. ‘The 
honesty, integrity, and faithful- 
ness to duty of the public servant 
ig an unknown quamity until he 
has rendered his stewardship. 
Men change, and the ‘*masses’’ 
can be mistaken in a changeable 
quanity. The ‘‘measure’”’? is a 
thing that cannot change. It 
may be ever so ‘thonest’’ and 
good for the masses, and assum- 
ing that they are intelligent 
enough to know that it is good for 
them, they wall require the candi- 
dute seeking to represent them to 
support of the 
| ‘*measure,’’ and upon that pledge 


# | they commission him to represent 


them, and he forgets his pledge to 
the people, and the MEASURE is 
defeated. And we are told that 
ithe only logical and pegcetul 
remedy for the prevention or cor- 
rection of such an evil, is a men- 
the republic and would 
establish a direct democracy.

The approaching shadow of a 
direct democracy frightens me 
less than a direct plutocracy en- 
trenched behind a judicial 
oligarchy. Evena direct demo- 
cracy in the twentieth century by 
ninety millions of American 
people, would be less dangerous 
to the republic, than direct plu- 
tocracy by ninety powerful cor- 


porations. 
As long as servants of the 


people are human they will err. 
Some through mistaken judge- 
meut, others by design. But 


whatever the cause the burden on 
the people is the same, and the 


government that denies to them 
the right to prevent or correct the 


evils of misrepresentation or 
usurpation of power, is an un- 


popular and undemooratic govern- 
iment.

Of course if they are incapable 
of governing themselves, they 
ought not to rule. If I believed 
that the pecple were an ‘‘irrespon- 
sible mob,’? I would come ont in 
the open for autocratic rule. I 
would noe declare for the ‘‘sanci- 
ty of representative government’’ 
in one breath and in the next 
declare that the people are too 
iguoravt to instruct their agents 
or representatives. The ruling 
mistake of those who oppose the 
initiative the referendum and the 
recall, is that they fail to recog- 
nize the wide wide difference be- 
tween a representative govern- 
ment wherein the people rule, 
and a so-called representative 
government where the servants of 
the people rule. Getting this 
distinction before us, let us settle 
once and for all the question of 
the right of the people to adopt 
any constitutional means by 
which th-y can secure representa- 


tion. 

The government given to us by 
the fathers, was a compromise 
between the follcwers of Jefferson 
on the one hand and Hamilton 
on the other. The result was a 
republican form of government 
trusting largely to the patriotism 
of the representatives of a people 
just relieved from the autocratic 
rule of a king. Yet they went so 
far in the protection of represent- 
ative government as to provide 
that the president could not ap- 
point his cabinet, ministers and 
other representatives to foreign 
countries, attorneys general, 
customs house officers and post- 
masters, much less the federal 
judiciary with life tenure, with- 
out referendum to the senate 
where every state of the union is 
represented. They provided that 
the constitution could be altered 
or amended only by a referendum 
to the people; and had they then 
been able to look into the futuge 
far enough to see the encroach- 
ments of powerful corporations 
on the functions of government, 
they would have provided an 
easier method than impeachment 
for the recall of unfaithful 
servants of the people. 

Then if the principles of the 
initiative, referendum and recall, 
were recognized by those who 
founded a representative govern- 
ment, how can the employment 
of that recognized principle to 
enforce a truly representative 
government, destroy that govern- 
ment? ; 

If the initiative and referen- 
dum are a menace to the republic 
would it not ve well for the pre- 
servation of the republic, for the 
legislatures of all the states, with- 
out instructions from the people, 
to ameod their constitutions so 
toat, First: ‘*There shall he 
hereafter no referendum to the 


people in amending this consti- 
tution, but the legislature as the 
representatives of the people shal! 
have that” power.’’ Second: 
‘‘There shall hereafter be no ref- 
erendum to the people of the coun- 
ty, parish or’ munivipality in the 
issue of bonds, granting of fran- 
chises, licenses to sell liquor and 
soforth, but the legislature, as 
the representatives of the 
people, alone shall have 
that power.’’ And third: ‘No 
petition shall be initiated by the 
people requesting a special elec- 
tion in local option, but the leg- 
islature, as the representatives of 
the people will represent them in 
the matter, since they are better 
judges of ‘honest measures’ than 
the people,’’ 

Why do our friends not follow 
their argument to 168 logical con- 
clusion instead of refering to 
those who advocate the rule of the 
people, as ‘‘demagogues,’’ ‘‘agi- 
tators,’’ “‘timeserving politi- 
cians,” and saforth?

In 
such cases it is impossible tor the 
legislator to know the will of 
those whom he represents, hence 
a referendum in anch an instance, 
is both wise and just.

Mir. Carnegie gave, too, $40,000,000 
t the Carnegie institution at Wash- 
ingien, fo be used for general scien- 
tie research.

NEGRO LYNCHED. 


Christmas Tragedy Occurs at Dona!- 
sonville, Ga, 

C. A. Roberts, chief town marshal, 
was killed by a negro at Donalson- 
ville, Ga., and the latter was shot to 
death by a mob that sought revenge 
immediately afterwards, 

The trouble started in town. John 
D. Warren, the negro, came to town 
and, after partaking of too much 
Christmas liquor, quarreled with Gus 
Newberry and finally drew a revolver 
and threatened to kill him. The negro 
vas finally chased out of town by 
persons who had seen him flourish a 
revolver. 

Marshal Roberts heard of the affair, 
and he, with J. D. Moseley and J. W. 
MeMullin, jumped into an automobile 
and started in pursuit. They overtook 
the negro on the outskirts of the town, 
and the marshal ordered him to stop 
and climb out of the wagon, 

The negro turned in his seat and 
opened fire at his pursuers. Marshal 
Roberts returned the fire, both men 
being wounded. The marshal jumped 
from the automobile and grasped the 
negro and dragged him from the seat, 

Roberts fell dead from the wounds 
that’he had sustained as the negro 
dropped to the ground, 


SUIT IN HIGH COURT. 


State of Mississippi Takes Fight on 
Louisville & Nashville to High 
Court. 

The fight of the state of Mississippi 
to oust the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad from doing interstate busi- 
ness was brought up in the supreme 
court of the United States at Wash- 
ington by the docketing of the appeal 
of the state railway commission and
